London, Jan, 29-—W. Morgan! 
Shuster, received a remarkable ova- | 
tion and his claim for Persian inde- 
pendence Was enthusiastically cheer- 
ed at a banquet which the Persian 
committee composed of members af 
the House of Commons and other 
prominent men, gave in honor of the 
American... ex-treasurer general of 
Versia at SavOyhotel tonight. 

A representative’ group of guests 
numbering 200, listenead™to a detailed 
narrative of the wrecking of Persia's 
consltutional government. He place a] 
the entire responelbility uwpon Rus* 
sian antagonism to a strong. inde- 
pendent Persia and made it plain i! 
that he thought the British people 
had been deceived regardin,;; the 
facts, He déclared that 99 per cents. 
of the disorders charged as a jmar- 
tial excuse for intervention had been 
imported by Russia. 

Replies to Accusation, 

Replying to the accusation in the 
British newspapers that he lacked | 
tact, Mr. Shuster declared that he] 
had kept on. the most cordtal | rela- 
tions with the Russian and British 
minister at Teheran throughout.
